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The amendment filed on 5/2/08 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 
because the amended/new claims are patentably distinct from the originally filed claims. 
Consider that the originally filed claims were directed to a method/program to validate 
the calibration factor for a Coriolis flowmeter, classified in Class 73, subclass 116+. The 
amended and new claims are no longer directed to calibrating a flowmeter, and are 
somehow directed to validating the calibration factor for a material flow. As all the 
limitations of the amended and new claims are not in the originally filed claims, and as 
the amended and new claims may be used to calibrate any possible parameter 
(temperature, viscosity, density, composition, etc, etc, etc) related to a flowing material, 
classifiable in Class 73, subclass 866, the two sets of claims (original versus 
amended/new) are patentably distinct. 

Applicant is encouraged to submit claims that are related to the originally filed 
claims. 

Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a complete 
reply to the prior Office action, applicant is given a shortened statutory period of ONE 
MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the mailing date of this letter, whichever is longer, to 
submit a complete reply. This shortened statutory period supersedes the time period 
set in the prior Office action. This time period may be extended pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.136(a). 
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
